TURNS BURGLAR. 


Mysterious Prisoner at Town 
Hall Station Says He Was 
Student at Notre 
Dame University. 


FIRST THEFT AT SCHOOL. 

Edward Storey Tells Remarkable 
Tale of How He Fell from _ 

Promising Position 
to Lite of Crime. | 


BURGLAR IN EVENING DRESS 


From a college hero to a prisoner charged 
with numerous thefts is the descent which 
Edward Storey says has been his in the last 
eighteen months. He was known at collége, 
it is said, as Flake. — 

Storey is the young “ prisoner of good fam- 
ily’ whose name and identity have been 
concealed so persistently by the police of the 
Town Hail Station, where he is held. Storey 
was arrested some time ago on a charge of 
robbery. He was known under the name of 
Gibson, but in confessing the crime of which 
he was accused told a:so the following story 
of his life during the last few months. - 

He was a student, he said, at the University 
of Notre Dame, and one of the athletic stars 
of the collegé two years ago. At that time 
his family iived in Hyde Park, and the young 
student was well supplied with money. 


Narrates His First Theft. 


The way he first came to steal, as Storey 
tells it, is pecuiiar. By some mistake at 
home’ his remittance falied to come one 
month. That night there was a college dance 
at South Bend, and Storey was to take a 
When he had 
boughs. the flowers he found that he had no 
money with which to get a carriage. It was 
a stormy night, and Storey says he was 
driven desperate by the predicament which 
confronted him. Then it was that Storey 
says he stole for the first time—stole to get 
money to take a girl to a college dance. 

He visited the rooms of several fellow- 
students who were at class and took what 
money he could find. From that time Storey, 
according to his confession, stole whenever 
he seriously needed anything, and sometimes 
stole merely for excitement.

Storey made his headquarters, according to 
his own statement, in the saloon 406 to’412. 
South State street, he was always well 
dressed. To this he attributed many escapes 
from arrest before Lieutenant McCarthy’s 
men finally trapped him. Evening dress was 
one of his hobbies, though he carried two 
revolvers. Thus equipped, so he says, he 
has robbed more than one flat and dwelling 
in Hyde Park and Lake View. | 
_He didn’t steal entirely because he needed 
the money, he told the Lieutenant, but be- 
cause there was a fascination in it. 
Asked what he had done with the proceeds 
of the many burglaries he is accused of, 
Storey said that a part of it he spent in the 
saloons along State street, but that the 
greater part went to buy him the fashionable 
clothing which he always wore.

PRESBYTERY TO HEAR CRERAR 
CHAPEL TROUELES TODAY. 
Establishment of Separate Organt- 
sation—Elders of Second Presbyter- 
ian Church to Make Statement of 
Their Reasons for Depriving Clergy- 


Be Given Up to Th is Matter. 


Members of the Chi¢ago Presbytery are 
to have placed before them the full details 
of the differences between the session of the 
.8econd Presbyterian Church and the follow- 
ers of the Rev. Dubois H. Loux, pastor of 
Crerar Chapel. This will be done this morn- 
ing at the meeting of the Presbytery at 191 
Michigan avenue. 

'The elders of the ind Church will state 
fully’-their reasons for depriving Mr. Loux 
of his charge. With thi§ statement will come 
an application for the establishment of the 
chapel congregation ag independent of the 
mother church. Both factions will be well 
represented, and the entire meeting of/the 
Presbytery wil be given over to the subject. 

Both sides were busy yesterday. Mr. Loux 
and his followers spent most of the day get- 
ting petitions ready for the Presbytery. 
These are in two sections, one is the demand 


for their letters from the Second Church and 


to them for $300 a year. i: 
Statement of Mr. Loux. 


The second states their case in full and is 
addressed directly to the Presbytery. It 
reads in part as follows: 

“We have a known and tried leader of 
ability and enthusiasm in whom we have all 
confidence and who is beloved both of our- 
selves and all the neighborhood. We ai- 
ready have pledged subscriptions to an 
amount which guarantees our being a self- 
supporting church from the beginning. The 
subscription list which is separately placed 
in your hands includes the names of some 
men known througout Chicago. 

“We have a growing Sunday school, now 
numbering over 300, who need the over- 
sight, training, and teaching of a church. 
We have a growing missionary interest and 
last year subscribed over $300 to various 
projects. We have prosperous societies and 
the best of good will from the citizens of the 
neighborhood.”’ 

It is acknowledged that without the chapel 
building nothing can be done. Friends of 
Mr. Loux claim that the will of John Crerar, 
which set aside the interest of $100,000 for 
missionary work of the Second Church, wou!d 


rent them the building, A legal view of this 
will be presented and the entire subject will 
probably hinge on the interpretation of the 
will. 
Second Church Side of the Case. 
The reply to the petition will be made by 
Cc. 8. Holt, one of thé session of the Second 
Church. Last night Dr. H. P. Merriman, 
formerly a member of the Crerar Chapel 
committee of the Second Church, stated the 
seesion’s reasons for its action. 
“Under the will of John Crerar,’’ he said, 
‘“‘we established the chapel as a Sunday 
school,. at 5865 Indiana avenue.~We hired 


the chief one of these was to take care of 
fhat Sunday school. We hired him, and we 
have as much power 'to drop him as a mer- 
chant has to drop a clerk. 

“At his request we enlarged the church.

Foods Are Sent Skyward — Packers 


Deny the Story of a Combine. | 


The retail price of meats in Chicago is 
higher than for years. The housewife, the 
restaurantkeeper, and the hotel proprietor 
of the drought 
which extended over the country last. sum- 
mer. Scarcity of corn and other feed for 
fattening stock is the reason assigned for 
the increased price of all meats. : 

Within the last few months beef has been 
advanced from two to three cents a pound, 
the heaviest increase in prices being on the 
finer grades and choice cuts. Although those 
who can afford to buy the better meats are 
bearing the bulk of the burden, even the 
poorer consumers are finding that their 
money goes only a little way in a butcher 
shop. 

There is only one consofation for the con- 
sumer in the general rearrahgement of 
prices. . The high prices of corn and feed is 
compelling the stock raiser to ship his beef 
to the market before it is fat enough to be 
classed as choice in grade. As a result, the 
advance has been moderate in the price of 
poorer grades of beef. 


Charges of Pool Denied. 

It has been charged by some of the fe- 
tailers that the‘ big packing companies have 
formed a combination for the advance of 
the prices of all meats, but this is denied. 
Those charged with being in the reported 
combination are Armour & Co., Nelson | 
Morris & Co., Swift & Co., and the Cudahy 
Packing company. The representatives of 
the concerns named point to the higher 
prices of corn and the scarcity of the grain 
and the high prices of cattle as the reai 
cause of the higher prices of the product. 

There is a feeling of uneasiness among the. 
retuilers for fear that prices will go still 
higher before the winter is far advanced. 
December and January usually mark the 
highest prices of the year in the beef mar- 
ket and should the same rule hold good this 
‘season the prices of choice grades of beef 
will mount to dismaying figures by the holi- 
day season. 

Farmers Send Lean Stock. — 

During the last few weeks the market hes 
been flooded with stock which could be 
classed as nothing but “ feeders,” but which 
the owners were compelled to send to the 


» market owing to a lack of feed with which 


to fatten them., At the same time ihe choice 
native dornfed cate have been so scarce 
that ‘the prices of the few offerings have been 
going skyward. 

Mutton, veal, and pork have steadily fol- 
lowed the upward course of beef. 

‘‘Not since I have been purchasing large 
quantities of beef have the prices been as 
high as they are now,” said John Vvgei- 
sang. ‘‘ The prices. of the finer grades of 
beef and the choice cuts are higher than 
ever before. The prices of the lower grades 
of beef, not used by the better restaurants, 
clubs, and hotels, have not changed ma- 
terially, but the finer grades are away up.’’

Say the German Scientist Has Gone to 
a Good Deal of Trouble for No Pur- 


pose. 


Over in Germany a scientist is gaining 
some fame by inventing a photographic ap- 
paratus by which the wink of an eye may 
be measured. Herein Chicago the physicians 
do not regard the accompiishment as any- 
thing wonderful and deciare it to be of no 
scientific value, much less practical value. 
They regard it as an instance of a painstak- 
ing piece of work, scientifically considered, 
but attach noimportance to the feat. . 

“There is no scientific value in the accom- 
plishment,’’ said Dr. J. B. McFatrick. “It 
is simply the result of the work of some man 
who delights to work out such problemas. 
Even then it is not atallremarkable, Nerve 
energy measurement is more wonderful and 
of some scientific use.’’ 

“The accomplishment is not an unusual 
one,’’ said Dr. W. L. Noble. “* Nerve energy 
is accurately measured to the hundred-thou- 
sandth of a second. The accompiishment 
is simply the work of some one who desires 
to see what he can do in that line.”’ 

‘*The measurement of the wink of an eye 
‘sounds like quite an achievement,” said Dr, 
H. 8. Tucker, * but thatisall. It is no con- 
tribution to science and is of no practical 
value.””

RESERVOIR IN AN OHIO TOWN 
BREAKS, CAUSING MUCH.LOSS. 


Ten Million Gallons of Water Sweep 
Down Through East Liverpool—Many 
Have Narrow Escapes from Death. | 


East Liverpool, O., Oct. 13.—A reservoir 
containing 10,000,000 gallons of water broke 
today and caused great damage. No lives 
were lost, but a scere of persons had narrow 
escapes. The loss will reach $150,000. 

The reservoir, which is owned by the city 
}and which was only completed a few days 
ago, was filféd this morning for the first time. 
It was taxed to its utmost capacity when the 
break eccurred. A gang of laborers was lay- 
ing pipes in a ditch near the wall which gave 
way, and narrowly escaped death. The basin 
is located 500 feet above the pumping station, 
on the highest hill in the city. A number of 
houses are located on the hiliside, between 
the reservoir and the city proper. 

Dozens of large trees were torn from their 
roots and carried down the hillside, being 
jammed with terrific force against the walls 
of the Harker Pottery company plant. The 
main building was wrecked. Two large 
kilns and sheds were dashed to pieces and 
$25,000 worth of ware ruined.

DRINKING AMONG WOMEN. 

A New York doctor saye that women “ the 
country over” are drinking more and more 
every day, while men are drinking less. 
The statement as to men is unquestionably 
correct, especially if limited to the more in- 
telligent, better educated, and more prosper- 
ous male members of the community. It is 
quite true, as this New York doctor says, 
that drinking in business hours, so common 
once, is not viewed with favor now, and that 
even the moderate drinker is regarded as 
undesirable by the business world. Among 
‘thany classes of men where excessive drink- 
ing was the rule fifty years ago extreme 
moderation is the rule now. 

Is it really the case, however, that there 
is such an increase of drinking among wom- 
en “the country over” as to be “ an awful 
or vital danger to the well-being of the 
pation"? It is difficult to believe that wom- 
en, who have learned from sorrowful ex- 
perience the misery that the drink habit 
among men can cause, should themselves 
take to drinking at a time when men are 
beginning to be more moderate in their use 
of liquor. 

This is not the only alarming statement 
which has been made of late concernidg 
American women. It has been said that 
they are becoming, “all over the country,” 
the slaves of opium. There is no reason to 
believe in the truth of either statement, es- 
pecially when so broadly made as to cover 
the entire United States. There are now, 
as there have been in the past, women who 
mumber of these is not impossible, in view 
wt the large increase in the population.

SECOND CHAMBER INADVISABLE 
It was surprising that, among many ex- 
cellemt suggestions made by Speaker Sher- 
man atthe banquet of the Real Hstate board 
on Saturday evening, he should bave ad- 
vised the creation of g two-chambered Coun- 
cil for this city. : 
Philadelphia, which has, perhaps, at the 
present moment the distinction of being the 
most corruptly governed city in Christen- 
dom, has two chambers in its local assembly. 
New York, which is at least its close rival 
in a deplorable notoriety, also has two cham- 
bers, but under its charter as revised by 
the last Legislature it will henceforth have 
but one. Boston still retains its two cham- 
bers, but they are notoriously the most un- 
satisfactory element in its city government, 
and they have been largely deprived of 
power. Baltimore, under its new charter 
adopted about three years ago, has a double- 
chambered assembly, but the provision 
therefor was evidently copied, as was the 
whole instrument in its distinctive features, 
from the Greater New York charter—which 
has already been modified in this particular. 
Over against these examples stands the 
fact that the most trustworthy and business- 


present time is none other than our own 
single chamber. Moreover, the revolution 
which has been wrought in this body during 
the last five years emphasizes the fact that 
reform in local government is not necessa- 
rily dependent upon governmental machin- 
ery, and the experience of the other impor- 
tant cities of the country emphasizes the 
fact that double-chambered bodies are, at 
least, no guaranty of good government. 
When it is remembered that a City Coun- 
cil is really an administrative rather than 
a legislative body—that it is, as the Speaker 
said, distinctively a great money-spending 
authority—it is seen at once that the State 
Legislature model does not apply toit. It 
may also be noted that the single chamber 
prevails in Great Britain, where the highest 
results in municipal government among 
English-speaking peoples are exemplified. | 
Chicago will do better to improve still 
more the quality of its excellent one cham- 
ber rather than to divide responsibility be- 
tween two—and suffer new disappointments 
from trusting in “ checks and balances” 
where reliable, positive action is the great 
requisite. 


THE AFRICAN IN AMERICA. 
The Census bureau reports that the col- 
ored population of the United States has 
made a gain-of 17.8 per cent since 1890. 
This disposes of the mistaken impression 
of some people to the effect that the African 
race is dying out in the United States, and 
that hence time will solve the negro problem 
by eliminating the negro. 

This impression seems to have grown out 
of the fact that in the last census year the 
colored element was 11.58 per cent of the 
total population, while in 1890 it was 11.93 
per cent, and in 1810 19 per cent. No ai- 
lowance was made for the great gains of the 
white population through immigration, 
which are not offset by black immigration. 
Few indeed are the black men or women who 
migrate to this.country nowadays. | 

The relative importance of the negro 
population will decrease except in a few of 
the gulf States. A decrease in total num- 


which can stand being brought into contact 
with men belonging to the more civilized and 
aggressive white races. There are other 
races which cannot endure close touch witb 
them. The North American Indians could 
not, but the Indians of Mexico and Central 
and South America have not disappeared 
before the Spaniards. The Polynesians have 
faded’ away before the white man, so have 
the natives of Australia, but the blacks, 
with the exception of the Bushmen who 
once inhabited Cape Colony, have held their 
own under nearly ali circumstances. They 
have a tougher fiber. 

It is true that the great bulk of the col- 
oreg people in the United States have been in 
a state’ of freedom for only, a, third of a 
century, following on over two centuries of 
bondage. A third of a century is not an 
extremely long time, but during that time 
nothing has come to light to justify: the con-

THE BOER RECONCENTRADOS. 

Lord Kitchener has adopted General 
Weryler’s plan and has herded the non-bel- 
ligerent Boer population into thirty or forty 
reconcentration camps after destroying their 
homes and farms. At the time of the last ‘ 
reports there were 93,000 white women and 
children and 24,000 natives in these camps. 
This kind of warfare is a new departure in 
British history, and one not likely to add 
to the credit of the nation. While there is 
an evident desire to avoid needless cruelty, 
there is much suffering among these unfo 
tunates. | 

An article in the Contemporary Review by 
BDmily Hobhouse, who visited the concen- 
tration camps last summer on a charitable 
mission, calls the attention of the Britfvh 
public to many discreditable features of this 
phase of the war. More than one-half of the 
reconcentrados are children, and the death 
rate among these is shockingly high. Dur- 
ing July alone there were 1,675 deaths in 
these camps, of which number no less than 
1,295 were children. In the Transvaal 
camps the death rate among the children is 
834.8 per 1,000, and that in the Orange 
River Colony is but little lower. Many of 
these deaths are said to be due to the fact 
that Boer mothers refuse to give up their 
‘children and put them in the camp hospital 
when they are ill. It is not strange that 
women who have been torn from their 
homes and seen all their property in fiagmes 
should refuse to trust their infants to the 
care of the officials in khaki. Nor are the 
hospita) facilities of a kind to inspire confi- 
dence. 

Miss Hobhouse says the greatest need is 
for an organizing matron in each camp who 
will give the women the aid of personal sym- 
pathy. She says the lives of hundreds of 
children could be saved and the hatred and 
bitterness reduced greatly by a little tactful 
and sympathetic help of thie kind. This 
policy Lord Kitchener refuses to adopt. 
The camps are conducted in a hostile spirit. 
The policy is to hold the women in disgrace 
so long as their husbarids or sons are under 
j arms. They are forbidden to talk of the ex- 
ploits of their men even among themselves.

he status of the divorce canons in the 
piscopal triennial convention is substan- 
tially as follows: The House of Bishops has 
adopted one canon which virtually prohibits 
the remarriage of divorced persons in the 
church. It has also adopted a substitute for 
the proposed second canon, which provides 
that “no person divorced for cause arising 
after marriage and marrying again during 
the lifetime of the other party to the divorce, 
nor any person marrying a person so di- 
vorced, shall be admitted to baptism or con- 
firmation or be permitted to receive holy 
communion fintil the written approval of the 
Hishop shall be given.” The only excep- 
tions named are that. the prohibition shall: 
mot apply to the innocent party where the. 
cause of divorce is adultery, and that the 
sacrament shall not be refused to a penitent 
party near death. 

The legislation thus far accomplished in 
the House of Bishops represents the senti- 
ments of the “strict constructionists,” and 
was adopted without extended discussion or 

ous opposition. It will not meet with 
sa same cordial reception in the House of 
Deputies, the popular branch of the Epis- 
copalian congress. The discussion of 
prdposed canon 36, which prohibits the 
marriage in the church of divorced persons 


strenuous objection to it upon the ground 
of ite injustice. The point is well taken by 
its opponents. If the canon should be adopt- 
ed in the form adopted by the Bishops it 
would make no distinction between the 
guilty party and the imnocent party, 
where adultery is the cause of the 
divorce. This certainly would be the 
extreme of’ injustice. It would doom the 
innocent party to remain unmarried for life 
if he or she remained in the church, and the 
only way to secure remarriage would be to 
withdraw from the church, which might be 
a hardship. 

Undoubtedly many persons would choose 
the latter alternative, and to that extent the 
church would lose in membership and other 
churches would profit by it. While the mo- 
tive of the Bishops is a good one, and while 
there can be no serious opposition to any 
measure calculated to obviate somewhat the 
laxity of divorce laws which now exists, still 
the canon, as it has passed the Bishops, is 
unquestionably repugnant to moral judg- 
ment and common justice. If adopted its 
operation might do more harm than good.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Thrilling Book for Boys. = 

The Outlaws of Horseshoe Hole.’’ By 

Francis Hill. Charles Scribner's Sons. ” 

“The Outlaws of Horseshoe Hole,” by. 
Francis Hill, is quite as thrilling and bloody a 
tale of Western life as the title would prom- 
ise. A note by the publisher indexes it as ‘‘ a 
_ stirring book for boys and men by a new 
painter of Western life.’’ It is not issued in 
a sufficiently inexpensive form to be found in 
the pockets of small boys who arm them- 
selves with rusty revolvers ant pocket- 
knives and start for the West. The lurid 
qualities, however, which attract boys tothe 
cheaper literature are not lacking in Mr. 
Hill’s story. . 

The story is told by Burt Sayers, an 18- 
year-old boy who is spending a few years on 
a Western ranch after being educated in the 
East. Naturally he is the hero of the tale 
and about the only man left to tellit. His 
cowboy companions, his rescuer, an Indian 
girl, and all the villain outlaws are killed. 
Curlew, “ the ideal cowboy,’’ dies in a partic- 
ularly edifying manner, calling for a eigaret 
after he has been shot through the lungs, and 
thus hastening the end. 

The reader whé enjoys this kind of a tale 
will find the story crowded with action and 
the narrative unbroken and calculated to 
sustain ‘interest. There are occasional 
. touches of realistic ranch life and one or two 
characters who are given an individuality. 
It is difficult to see why one should have to 
persist in getting beyond an introduction 
containing some intricate English like the 
following sentence: | 

“As a point in the mazes of anybody’s 
philosophy, to be led up to by devious ways 
and moralized over, I cheerfully forsake this 
contrast of things to the abstract thinker.’’ 

The story once begun is not interrupted 
with moralizing. It begins with the theft of 
the horses on Sayers’ ranch, and, after fol- 
lowing the 18-year-old hero through the ad- 
ventures of a pursuit that lasted nearly a 
year, ends with the reign of a vigilance com- 
mittee who hang or shoot down the entire 
band of outlaws in their retreat at Horseshoe 
Hole. The details of the final scene are suffi- 
ciently elaborated to add something of the 
grewsome. 


Tennessee Sketches,’"’ by Louisa Preston 
Looney/(A. C. McClurg & Co.) is a clean and 
refreshing collection of Southern stories with 
the sad note of the South running through 
them and the true ring of Southern pride of 
blood and family sounding always a deep 
accompaniment. The sketches are short nar- 
ratives of political aspirationg and family 
troubles such as could never exist except in 
the Southern States. They all bear the 


out of details. It is evident from the tone of 
them all that each one of them is a family 
legend worked over into a bit of romance, 
all the more entertaining for that reason. 
The stories are carefully written and the 
high ideals which control the characters are 
the most spontaneous things in the book. 
Many of the motives of action are set down 
in a most ingenuously matter of fact way 
as if they appealed as logically to all as they 
do to the people of the South. The entire 
collection makes a most readable and enter- 


taining volume. | 

“The Mighty Deep and What We Know of 
It,” by Agnes Giberne (J. B. Lippincott), is 
a book popular in style, abounding in infor- 
mation and full of a really fascinating inter- 
est. Altogether it furnishes a delightful in- 
troduction to the further study of that mar- 
velous realm we call the ocean. “If I had 
asked thee, saying, How many dwelling are 
there in the heart of the sea, peradventure 
thou wouldst say unto me, ! never went down 
into the deep.’””

Sothern Play Revived at Dearborn. .

word that characterizes much of the verse, 
makes the play one of the most exquisite 
and thoroughly captivating as well as one 
of the best pieces of literary workman- 
ehip, the creative dramatic talent of fodern 
Germany has produced. The influence of 
Fulda and Hauptmann has made it- 
self felt in a manner at omcee healthy 
and free from mysticism and symbolism, yet 
productive of much that is of true poetic and 
romantic beauty.
